1945, finlxhed 10 years later, 

Now, after seven years, 32 
industrin). disputes ond = more 
“gremlins” than ever plagued 
the Alr Force, there is a strong 
éhance that the bridge of The 
Splt—onother Harbour arm— 
will be finished this year. 

When finished The — Spit 
bridge will be ao . relatively 
almple low-level structure of 
745 fect which means that all 
the experts have managed to 
string together less than 107 
fect of bridge-work a year. 

The Engush builders, 
Cleveland Bridge and Enginecr- 
ing Co. have threatened never 
to build another bridge In this 
country amd looking at the 
profit) and loss account It Is 
eisy to understand why. 


' FINAL COST 


Originally cost of the new 
four-tane bridge was estimated 
at £150,000 nnd it was to be 
seady for business by October,

The final cost is now expected

~ STANDARDISATION 
OF WEAPONS ON 
NATO PRINCIPLES 


Bonn, Jan. 21. 


The Defence Ministers of West Germany, France 
and Italy decided at a meeting here today to 
“carry out joint development and production 
‘in the field of armaments based on Nato prin- 


weapons.” 


This was announced in a come 
munique issued after « private 
talks between the three Minis~ 
ters on the possibilities of jolnt 
rescarch and development of 
arms, mainly in the .ficlds of 
tank design, alrcraft production 
and anti-alrcraft weapons. 


Sources close to the French 
Embassy said the three Minls- 
ters had drawn .up -o list of 
working groups, which would 
first meet in Rome on February 
4 and 6, 


No official spokesman was 
willlng to say, what. weapons 
had been discussed by the 
Ministers. But while they were 
In their 22-hour session at the 
Defcoce Ministry, a West Ger- 
man defence spokerman = said 
West Germany had Jn mind 
co-operation in developing antl-, 
tanke and outiealrcraft rockets. 
These would not carry atomic 
heads, 


The mecting was held at the 
inyiation of the West German 
Defence Minisicr, Herr Franz 
Josef Strauss; ja Ministry 
spokesmman said. ‘ 


Might Be Possible 


The spokesman said that the 
German side felt thot great 
financial savings might be 
possible if weapons were. stan- 
dardised and produced = in 
Rrcater quantities.
